Hongkong,|April 16, 1907 Sixce the Philippine Ixlands came 

: under the Government of the United 
States of America’ there has ‘been 
considerable activity in the different 
departments of engineering. The en- 
gincer, corps has recently averaged 
110 engineers of all classes, with an 
average length of service of two years 
and, fifteen days, says “ Engineering.” 
This low average is explained by the 
number of new appointments which 
have been made during tho past two 
or three years, On June 30, 1911;
